1. ATIC received a letter from Mr, MEE ort ing the sighting 
of a UFO and requesting the analysis of same A check of cur files re- 


yoals that the sighting reported by x | was reported by Sewart 
APB, Tennessee, 23 May 1961. 

>, Jacks Creek Radio, located about 93 nautical miles southweat of 
Jashville, reported that a ocallocon was at hich altitude northeast of 
~heir location. A local TV station employee watched the object through 
3 telescope and positively identified the object as a balloon with a 
‘Sox underneath attached to a cable. When the sum was far enough below 
“he Aorizon, the object passed into the carth's shadow; thea it could 
20 longer be seen. Tvo Navy piicts, while flying at 47,000 feet, saw 
the object and judged it to be a balloon. 


3. ATIC has concluded the object was probabiy tre high altitude ballicon 
reported by Jacks Creek Radio. This conclusion is substantiated by the 
fact that one ground cbserver (and two Navy pilots) definitely identified 
it as a balloon. 
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
